Crown Colany . Governments are very 
funnily administered. The Straits Settle 
ments are to have a Government note 
issue, which Is declared by law to. be full 
‘egal tender to any -amount. All Banks, 
therefore, in that Colony and Its depend- 
encles will be required and compelled to 
recelvethese Government notes in settle- 
ment of all claims they may have on thelr 

customers and they cannot demand'pay- 
ment in silver or gold. But, by the special 
provisions of the Ordinance authorizing 
this note Issue, the Banks are not allowed 
to pay away the Government legal tender 
notes In exchange for thelr own notes, if 
silver Is demanded, but must find silver In 
which to pay ther ; and to make the ab- 
surdity ‘the more conspicfous. the Go- 
vernment notify that they will not change 
thelr own notes for silver except In SInga- 
ore itself, The Ordinance in question 
faa of course beet passed by the official 
(assinine) vote over the unofficial: (com- 
mon- sense) vote.
